Like most major carnivals, Edmonton’s Klondike Days is people 
enjoying events, so many events that four years after the fever struck, 
the official July celebration had to be extended to nine days (starting 
in 1967). 

But there is a difference. For more than people enjoying events, 
Klondike Days is mainly people enjoying people, as if the hands on 
Edmonton’s clock turned back and somehow jammed at a gay, glorious, 
glamorous and gracious hour in history — The Gay Nineties. 

For that’s what the name “Klondike Days” signifies for hundreds 
of thousands of Edmontonians . . . not so much the fabulous Gold 
Rush of the same name, although Edmonton played a small but signifi¬ 
cant part in that epic era . . . not so much a place in fact . . . more a 
romantic era revisited, recaptured in myth, mirth and make-believe. 
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EVERYBODY GETS 
INTO IRE ACT 



The name, almost casually hung 
on the affairs attendant to the Ed¬ 
monton Exhibition Association’s 
Summer Fair in the early 1960s, 
was the magic catalyst that brought 
Edmontonians out of a shell and 
into their Gay Nineties garb ... it 
was the alchemy that transformed 
their ladies into Queens of the 
Klondike, their escorts into care¬ 
free Dawson City dandies, and 
produced uncounted golden hours. 

And if Klondike Days is mass 
make believe for Edmontonians, 
the enthusiasm it generates is so 
joyously engaging that few experi¬ 
ence it without feeling the very 
real tug of the actual Klondike, 
without experiencing a real urge to 
visit and explore historic Dawson 
City. More and more Edmon¬ 
tonians and their tourist friends 
are looking north to the Yukon, to 
deepen their involvement in a 
dream.

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Klondike Days is the River Regatta, a pre-K Days Sunday afternoon 
event that draws thousands to the beautiful banks of the North Saskatche¬ 
wan River, to hoot and root at the hilarious Sourdough Raft Race featuring 
two-man (and often two-woman) teams in comic costume, propelling their 
weird home-made log rafts downstream in a race against treacherous cross 
currents and each other. 

It is plunging ashore at a given point to claim the garter off the leg of 
a dancing girl, a prerequisite of victory. It is power boat races, water skiing 
competitions, all capped by the conclusion of the White Water Canoe Race, 
a three-day test of endurance, skill and nerve, from Rocky Mountain House, 
through Drayton Valley and Devon, to Klondike Days. 

The three up-river communities involved now co-ordinate gay celebra¬ 
tions of their own with the race, “David Thompson Days” at Rocky, “Klon¬ 
dike Kampers Karnival” at Drayton Valley and the “Devon Jamboree”. 
These are but three of a score of surrounding towns over a wide area which 
are co-ordinating and co-operating with Klondike Days through their own 
particular summer celebrations.

Klondike Days is a city shucking its inhibitions. It is Sunday Promenade, when 
sixty to one hundred thousand people, a majority of them family groups, gussy up in 
colorful costumes and spend Klondike Days Eve strolling leisurely through the 
blocked-off streets in the heart of modern Edmonton. 


Just as their ancestors 
sauntered the Village 
streets. Flower girls, Apple 
Annies,- shoe shine boys, 
Keystone cops and strolling 
minstrels add authenticity 
? to the glamorously-garbed 

throng sauntering past the 
many stages along the 
1 Promenade route, enjoying 

the saucy dance hall girls, 
l barbershop quartets, honky- 

tonk musicians and their 
bouncy bedlam. Like much 
of the Klondike Days activi¬ 
ties, the price is right — 
free.

From the 
very young to the very old, 
everyone enjoys “dressing 
up”. 

Children, if children ever 
need it when it comes to 
make-believe, receive en¬ 
couragement from the City 
Parks and Recreation De¬ 
partment’s “Kiddies Klon¬ 
dike Costume Contest”, 
stemming out from 90 play¬ 
grounds to the finals on the 
City Hall patio stage. 

Grandmothers and grand¬ 
fathers search attic trunks, 
proudly re-donning authen¬ 
tic costumes of another age. 
Housewives become seam¬ 
stresses over the winter, the 
delicate, tedious, demanding 
work made delicious in de¬ 
ciding whether to go for 
a gorgeous Gay Nineties 
gown or the risque, scanty 
dance hall girl skirt (can¬ 
can or slit), black net 
stockings and all.

Suddenly, the throng hoots and 
boos ... a gigantic palomino, its 
rider masked, clomps through 
the crowd . . . through the doors, 
into the bank lobby. Every day 
is bank robbery day. 

Klondike Days is hissing the 
villain and cheering the hero, 
not to mention ogling the heroine, 
as theatre-lovers are able once 
again to enjoy the hilarity — 
and the audience participation 
— of old-fashioned melodramas, 
staged nightly in both night club 
and proper theatre settings. 

Klondike Days is a big hairy 
deal, if you will pardon the ex¬ 
pression. It culminates weeks 
and months of waiting for hun¬ 
dreds of men, itching to know 
if they are winners of the vari¬ 
ous beard-growing contest prizes.
